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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kayanakis et al(Kayanakis). 

-- Claims 1-48 recite subject matter that is met by Kayanakis for the reasons of record 
as discussed in the previous Office Action, except for: 

1) the film integrated circuits comprising a thin film transistor having a 
semiconductor film thickness of 0.2 micrometers or less and being electrically 
connected to the antenna through an opening in the substrate. 

Although this configuration is not specifically disclosed by Kayanakis, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to incorporate the above stated features into the circuits of Kayanakis, since the 
examiner takes Official Notice that in the integrated circuit art, use of thin film transistors 
is well known and would have constituted design features that would have been readily 
recognized by one of ordinary skill in the art. Furthermore, connection of the circuits to 
the antenna through an opening in the substrate would have been obvious, since this 
would have provided an unobtrusive means of connecting the antenna with the circuit. 
REMARKS:
